Red China Seeks 
IMF Membership 


NAIROBI, Kenya (AP) — Com­ 
munist China’s move toward mem­ 
bership in the International Monetary 
Fund and World Bank confronts the 
two organizations with a number of 
political, legal and economic issues. 
The way these issues are finally 
resolved could have a sizable impact 
on global trading patterns and perhaps 
open the door to direct Western aid to 
the People’s Republic. 
Officials announced Thursday that 
Peking had m ade inquiries about 
m em bership in 
letters received 
Wednesday in Washington. An IMF 
official said the letters "certainly are a 
challenge to Taiwan’s membership” in 
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the 
two 
intern atio n al 
financial 
organizations. 
Officials said 
it was 
not clear 
whether Red China actually wants to 
join at this time or is just harassing 
Chiang Kaishek’s regime. 
But the m atter 
was introduced 
Thursday at the annual meeting of the 
IMF when Tanzania, an East African 
nation that gets most of its aid from 
Peking, said that China should be 
admitted. 
If Peking does make formal ap­ 
plication, one issue that would have to 
be decided is the sam e one the United 
Nations confronted when it admitted 
Communist China and kicked out 
Taiwan: which is the government of 
China, the Communists in Peking or 
the Nationalists in Taipei. Peking is 
sure to win that one. 
Membership in the IMF and the 
World Bank could facilitate China’s 
trade with the West; its currency 
would probably be more widely used 
and China would find it easier to buy 
from and sell to other nations. 
But Peking would be forced to open 
its economic books to the rest of the 
world, something Communist coun­ 
tries have been reluctant to do. 
Only two 
C om m unist 
nations, 
Romania and Yugoslavia, now belong 
to the World Bank and the IMF. The 
Soviet Union was reported to have 
inquired 
about 
m em bership 
requirem ents recently. But IMF of­ 
ficials — who would welcome the 
Soviet application — say they believe 
one is not imminent.

About 500 gasoline retailers rn the 
Buffalo, N Y., area planned to close 
from noon today until Monday morn­ 
ing to demonstrate oposition to the 
controls. 
Some 225 gas dealers began an in­ 
definite shutdown Thursday night in 
northern Indiana while hundreds of 
service stations stayed closed in the St. 
Ixmis metropolitan area. 
Station operators were awaiting an 
announcement by the Cost of Living 


Council on ceiling price increases. One 
source close to the council said the 
raise would be I or 2 cents a gallon. 
Council Director John T. Dunlop 
confirmed Wednesday the council will 
approve price increases this week. The 
change came after President Nixon 
said he wanted the hike this week. 
Many dealers, however, have said 
they also want new rules that will 
allow them to pass on to customers any 
future hikes in wholesale prices. The 
council was said to be considering such 
changes. 
"If they come out with anything less 
than a pass-through of the wholesale 
cost and an increase in the ceiling 
price of one cent, they haven’t done 
an y th in g ,” said C harles Binsted, 
president of the National Congress of 


Petroleum Retailers. 
"Anything less than that is going to 
be looked at with great disfavor by the

purposes. 
Ceremonial fires shall be less than five 
feet by five feet by five feet in 
dimension and shall burn no longer 
than three hours.

Teacher education in Ohio is un­ 
dergoing 
massive 
reforms and 
reorganization according to Martin W. 
Essex, Superintendent of Public In­ 
struction. A nationally recognized 
education authority has been named to 
head a statewide survey of teacher 
education. 
Dr. Henry M. Bricken, a director of 
the 
Institute 
for 
Educational 
Development in New York City, will 
coordinate conferences dealing with 
the redesign of teacher education in all 
sections of Ohio. 
Over IOO college representatives 
attended a statewide conference in 
Columbus Wednesday. The conference 
outlined the six year plan to upgrade 
teacher education. By upgrading the 
educational programs offered by 
colleges, authorities hope to improve 
the quality of teachers. 
Presently Ohio is faced with a 
greater supply 
of 
teachers 
in 
proportion to the number of students. 
A balance was originally expected to 
be made by 1974, however the teacher 
percentage has outgrown the student 
population. 
The State Department of Education 
in lOfiP nnthnriTArl th«» FHimatinnal 


Research Council in Cleveland to 
conduct a study of teacher education. 
Completed in 197ft, the 506-page report 
represents the most comprehensive 
work completed by any state on 
teacher education, reported Essex. 


Since that time, recommendations 
from the report have been under 
review and evaluation along with 
findings 
from 
ten 
colleges 
of 
education. The proposals are now 
ready for public consideration. 
Public support has been very 
favorable. The research team headed 
by Bricken will meet with interested 
individuals, groups and organizations 
during the next three months. Their 
reactions will 
be beneficial 
in 
preparing a new kind of teacher of 
Ohio’s 2.6 million children, Essex said. 


New standards are expected to be 
drafted by Christmas for the State 
Board of Education to consider in 
early 1974. Any reforms requiring 
legislative action will then be for­ 
warded to the General Assembly. 
Essex said “With the vastly im­ 
proved supply of teachers, now is the 
time to change the emphasis from the 
quantity to the quality.”

EL DORADO, Ark. (AP) — A Texas 
International airliner with ll persons 
aboard disappeared in a raging 
thunderstorm after taking off Thurs­ 
day night. A ground and air search has 
turned up no trace of the craft. 


Three of the passengers were 
identified by a spokesman for the Red 
River Army Depot near Texarkana, 
Tex., the plane’s destination, as of­ 
ficers from the depot. One was flying 
in to take command of the installation 
today, the spokesman said. 


The airline declined to identify any 
of the other five passengers or the 
three crew members. 
State police and Civil Air Patrol 
spokesmen said there was little hope of 
finding the Convair turbo-prop jet 
before dawn if it went down in the 
swampy area along its 75-mile flight 
path. 


The plane left El Dorado at 8:20 p.m. 
CDT and was scheduled to arrive in 
Texarkana at 8:40 p.m. It was not 
heard from after it left El Dorado. 
Thunderstorms with high winds and 
lightning were reported in the area at 
the time.

Slagle Loses 
Court Appeal 
COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A state 
senator’s attempt to overturn a Senate 
decision that would force him to run 
again next year was dismissed Friday 
by the Ohio Supreme Court. 
Sen. Gene Slagle, D-26 Galion, ob­ 
jected to the decision that let him 
remain in the Senate seat but would 
require a new election midway 
through the four year term. 
Slagle defeated veteran Republican 
incumbent Robin T. Turner of Marion 
last November by 152 votes. Turner 
took the case to the Senate, which rules 
upon its own membership. 
Names were improperly rotated on 
the ballot in Marion County, an 
oversight that Turner said cost him the 
election. 
In refusing to hear Slagle’s appeal, 
the court noted the section of the Ohio 
constitution which gives the Senate the 
right to make such decisions after the 
court collects the evidence.

Quitting Early 


“Early” retirement formerly 
meant

health problems. More liberal 
pension

ducement to retire in the 50s, or 
after so many years service 
regardless of age. 
Where this trend will end is 


not answerable now, but the 
armed services have shown 
retirement conditions can be 
met by age 40. Social Security 
benefit 
increases 
also 
help 
decide retirement plans, and 
these benefits are scheduled to 
increase automatically each 
time the consumer price index 
rises three per cent. 


What this trend will mean to 
society—has meant in some 
cases—is a younger work force, 
more people who begin second 
careers in middle age and 
another contribution to rising 


labor costs. In the meantime, 
paid idleness could pose some 
special problems of its own. 


Defend Middle Class 


When ’.vill the world discover there is 
no sense in trying to kill the middle 
class? The Soviets and the Red 
Chinese managed to get rid of the 
"middle condition of men,” the un­ 
forseen result being that they are now 
dependent on wheat and technology 
from bourgeois countries. Mexico 
solved its problem by permitting the 
middle class to refurbish itself as a 
constituent element of the so-called 
Party of Revoluntionary Institutions 
Salvador Allende sought to impose 
socialism on the shopkeepers and 
truckdrivers of Chile, and is now a 
corpse because he assumed he had a 
mandate he never actually had. Fidel 
Castro still manages to stay on top in 
Cuba, but his country has become 
parasitical on the Soviet Union, which 
in turn is asking the capitalistic Oc­ 
cidental Oil Company to develop its 
resources of natural gas. 
As for the underdeveloped islands of 
the Caribbean, the ones that have been 
revolting against the middle-class 
tourist trade are in a most parlous 
condition. The murders on the island (rf 
St. Croix have so hurt the business of 
attracting tourists that the Virgin 
Islands Governor, Dr. Melvin H. 
Evans, had to fly post-haste to New 
York to try to explain the situation 
away to the travel agencies. President 
Linden Pindling of the new nation of 
the Bahamas is discovering that the 
surly service supplied by some of his 
islanders to visitors is certainly not the 
best way to bring money into the 
government’s exchequer. 
While the Bahamas and the Virgin 
Islands are losing life-sustaining 
business, the island of Bermuda 
propers by its refusal to bite the hand 
of the middle-class visitor that feeds it. 
It keeps the gamblers out, which 
means that is no shady money kicking 
around to corrupt local officials. Ii 
controls the number of visitors by 
permitting only three cruise ships to 
dock at one time, two at pierside in the 
harbor of Hamilton and one at St. 
George at the other end of the island. It 
does not allow an overbuilding of 
hotels that might put an undue strain 
on the limited local bus and taxi traffic 
on roads where the scooter is king. 
There should be a lesson in all this 
for islands that are seething against 
dependence on their one sure source of 
income. While St. Croix stagnates, the 
cruise ships that go from New York or 
Baltimore or Boston to Bermuda do 
well. The Sea Venture, a Norwegian- 
owned cruise ship operated by Nor­ 
wegian officers and Italian service 
personnel, makes seven-day trips from 
New York to Bermuda throughout the 
summer at 104 per cent of its rated 
"double occupancy .” But even a cruise 
ship serving a sensible island which 
knows how to sell itself by making 
visitors comfortable has its troubles in 
an inflationary period. 
The energy and beef crises are 
severe for the cruise business. A ship 
such as the Sea Venture can gross 
some $280,000 per seven-day voyage. 
But with oil and food prices what they 
are. it does well to stay a little ahead of

NEW YORK < AP I - Swelling prices 
and shrinking selections lie ahead for 
buyers of cotton and wool clothing, 
manufacturers say. 
The clothing makers say world 
shortages, unprecedented foreign 
demand for natural fibers, currency 
changes and crop problems have 
pushed up their costs. 
Some consumer prices have been 
affected but the major impact will be 
felt next summer and fall, they say. 
"Cotton, like ihany commodities, is 
being drained out of the United States, 
and there’s no way it can be replaced 
by U.S. mills’ buying aggressively 
from other countries,” said Robert 
Eisen, president of Greenwood Mills. 
"A revival of interest in wool and 
wool clothing has caused the value of 
wool imports to rise,” said a 
spokesman for the American Textile 
Manufacturers Institute. "The wool 
price situation also has been worsened 
by the Japanese purchase of 30 per 
cent of world wool supplies for this 
year.” 


The m anufacturer of Wrangler 
dungarees sees a possible price in­ 
crease of 50 cents a pair by the end of 
October. Guett Peabody says its 
Arrow shirts may cost 50 cents more 
each by spring. 
Cone Mills, a leading cotton textile 
producer, has told customers it would 
file for a 25-cent-a-yard increase for all 
cotton fabric. Burlington Mills is 
talking about a $l-a-yard hike for wool. 
Upward pressure on cotton prices 
has been reflected on the New York 
Cotton Exchange, where traders deal 
in contracts for future delivery of the 
fiber. 
Contracts for October delivery 
closed Aug. 17 at 76 cents a pound, 
more than double last year’s 28.27 
cents a pound. By Sept. 24, cotton was 
trading at 95 cents a pound in October 
contracts. 
Similarly, the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture said an average of eight 
grades of Australian wool was selling 
for $2.60 a pound this August, more 
than double the $1.11 a year earlier.

Speaking Of Your Health

At carnivals, country fairs, and in 
shopping centers all over America, a 
new form of exploitation of the public 
is sprouting and luxuriating. 
The new flourishing business is 
based on the curiosity many people 
feel about mystic blood pressure 
"numbers.” 
Dozens of people stand in line 
waiting to have their blood pressure 
read by a barker, a "nurse” or a 
solemn-looking bespectacled "medical 
authority.” 
After paying a dollar or so to these 
self-styled blood pressure authorities, 
people walk away, more than ever 
confused, and often terrified by the 
"over” and “under" two numbers they 
have been given. 
There is a strange fascination about 
these numbers that have meaning only 
to the doctor. 
Blood pressure numbers are only a 
fraction of the information that ac­ 
cumulates during a general physical 
examination. When all the information 
is compiled, then the blood pressure 
readings become a valuable index to 
the condition of the heart, the lungs, 
the kidneys, and the entire vascular 
system. 
There are two blood pressure 
numbers. The first, the higher one, is 
called the systolic blood pressure. This 
measures the pressure in the blood 
vessels, especially the arteries at the 
time that the heart pumps blood into 
them. 
The second, the lower number, is 
called the diastolic. This indicates the 
ssure in the arteries in between each 
beat of the heart. 
A person walking away from the 
"num bers racket” may become 


anxious about the systolic number, 
without knowing that the diastolic 
number may be of even greater 
significance. 
Another im portant reason why 
people should not fall into the trap of 
numbers is that most people develop a 
sudden rise of pressure when their 
blood pressure readings are taken by a 
stranger. The anxiety level becomes 
high, 
and 
the 
blood 
pressure 
sometimes skyrockets for a few 
moments. 
Even when the blood pressure is 
taken by one’s own doctor, the 
readings may be higher than normal 
until the patient is moe relaxed in the 
doctor’s office. Doctors know this, and 
make every effort to calm their 
patients prior to taking these readings. 
And what do people do with their 
"numbers” when they are given to 
them by these dollar clerks? Can they 
evaluate them? Can they prescribe 
medicines for themselves? Do they 
return for future readings for com­ 
parison to 9ee if their condition has 
improved? 


Don’t fall into a trap that may serve 
only to compound anxiety and con­ 
fusion about your health. 
It must be remembered that high 
blood pressure is not a disease. Rather 
it is an index of the general health. 
Recent surveys show that many 
people unsuspectingly have high blood 
pressure and should be under sur­ 
veillance and treatment with some of 
the 
many excellent drugs now 
available. 
Bringing high blood pressure out of 
hiding is an excellent idea, but not by 
way of store front "scientists.”

NEW YORK (AP) - Thirty years 
isn’t much in the life of a mountain or a 
Methuselah, but it is quite a chunk out 
of the span of an ordinary man. 
After three decades of doing 
anything, he is likely to want to pause 
for a deep breath, and review what he 
has accomplished. 
That’s the landmark peak — or is it a 
rutted ravine? — where I stand right 
now. I have been writing a newspaper 
column for 30 years this month. 
Leaning upon my hoe for a moment in 
this prosey vineyard, I try to see what 
all this tining has amounted to. 
Judging it purely in terms of 
quantity, it isn’t unimpressive. The 
more than 7,600 columns I have written 
in the last 30 years total almost four 
million words, slightly more than four 
times the life output of William 
Shakespeare. 
I do not mean by this comparison to 
belittle the Bard. Touch typing might 
not have helped his style at all. 
What I would rather ponder is what 
effect my four million words have had 
upon the human race. In sum, I am 
afraid, very little. 
I haven’t freed mankind noticeably 
of its ancient sins war, greed, proverty 
and ingratitude, or, on the other hand, 
have I been able to introduce mankind 
to a new form of innocent pleasure, 
particularly one that would cheer the 
lot of the middle-aged and the elderly. 
Of course, 
this failure 
isn’t 
altogether my fault. I can say with 
some justification that if mankind had 
simply heeded my advice, it would be 
in a helluva sight better shape than it is 
now. But who can get anybody’s ear 
today with sound advice? Neither 
scolding columnists nor scolding 
parents. The public is but a vaster 
child. 
In fairness to myself, however, I 
would like to point out a few of my 
achievements that have not been 
entirely overlooked. Did I not defend 
motherhood when others were blaming 
it for the population explosion? Was I 
not endlessly industrious in pointing 
out the continuing menace of poisonous 
snakes? When others were jeering 


women’s liberation, was I not foremost 
in proclaiming the right of ladies to 
smoke cigars in public? 
Brief be those withered laurels on 
my brow, I claim them as my own. 
Although it is hard to catalogue what 
I accomplished in 30 years at the 
typewriter, it is much easier to list 
what those years did to me. 
First, they robbed me of fourfifths of 
my hair and threefourths of my teeth. 
Second, they enlarged my hatred of 
ignorance, stupidity, falsehood and 
aimless malice. 
Third, they eradicated my juvenile 
cynicism and replaced it with an 
abiding faith in the worth of most 
people. 
Fourth, they flowered my heart with 
wonder at all the wounded and won­ 
derful things that happen in this 
wonderful but wounded world. 
All in all, writing a column for 30 
years is pretty much like shoveling 
coal in hell: the most you can hope for 
is to make everybody feel just a little 
bit warmer.

They are made by the government- 
backed U. S. Export-Import Bank, the 
American contender in a worldwide 
credit ‘war’’ in which countries offer 
prospective overseas buyers loans at 
low, subsidized rates. 
Eximbank loans, which also draw on 
commercial bank funds, have financed 
exports of nuclear power plants, jet 
aircraft and military equipment. 
l,ast year. the bank loaned $157 
million for an Algerian gas facility, $86 
million for a Russian truck factory and 
$21.6 million for an oil refinery in Iran, 
its biggest customer. 
Today no major domestic company, 
without a government subsidy, can 
borrow money at less than the current 
prime lending rate of IO per cent. 
But a foreign firm wishing to buy 
American goods, or a U S. exporter 


wishing to finance a foreign order, can 
get a 6 per cent, long-term loan from 
the Eximbank. 
“(’all it a subsidy to help U.S. ex­ 
porters,” said John Petty, a partner in 
the international investment banking 
firm of Lehman Brothers. 
Observers note that Eximbank loans 
can som etim es have undesirable 
domestic side effects. In April the bank 
lent $75 million to the Bank of Tokyo to 
finance raw cotton purchases from the 
United States. The loan comes at a 
time when short .supplies of cotton rn 
the domestic market have already 
contributed to higher prices for cotton 
clothes. 
Warren Click, Eximbank’s senior 
vice president for financing, said: “At 
the time we made the loan it was not 
clear the cotton market was that tight. 
We would take a much closer look if we 
considered the loan today." 
Since 1969 the Eximbank, e s­ 
tablished in 1934, has enlarged its 
direct grant loans from $1.1 billion to 


$2.4 billion for fiscal 1973. The loans 
are approved by the bank’s board of 
directors, which is appointed by the 
President and confirmed by the 
Senate, and then matched by private 
commitments from U.S. commercial 
hanks. Eximbank guarantees the 
private loans. 


Petty and Click said the 6 per cent 
rate is necessary for “planning and 
consistency” and to remain com­ 
petitive in world markets, where 
Germany, France and Japan finance 
exporters at 6 to lh per cent.

Supreme Court decision of IO years ago 
banning state-sponsored devotional 
exercises. 
Retired U.S. Justice Thomas (’. 
Clark, who wrote that

widely misunderstood as banning 
classes on religion which, in fact, he 
considers vital. 
The center, set up by a grant from 
Religious Heritage of America, Inc., 
found in a recent partial survey that 
courses about religion already exist in 
many high schools. 
Representatives of 40 national 
educational and religious bodies have 
formed a national Council on Religion 
and Public Education to facilitate 
expansion of public school courses on 
religion. 
The University of Iowa is planning to 
augment its curriculum to train future 
teachers for conducting religion 
courses in public schools. 
With hearings again percolating in 
Congress about school prayers, the 
U.S. Catholic Conference made its 
proposal for a constitutional amend­ 
ment allowing privately conducted 
religious 
instruction 
on 
school 
premises. 
Bishop James S. Rausch, tin* con­ 
ference's general secretary, says such 
a step is “ vitally important to protect 
the religious liberty of parents and 
children.” 
However, the Rev. James E. Wood 
Jr., head of the Baptist Joint Com­ 
mittee on Public Affairs, said the move 
would “ bring confusion” to the whole 
issue of religion and public schools.

Individual Soviet Dissenters Remain Active

1110 Kremlin evidently won a victory 
over the voices of dissent in the suc­ 
cess of Case 24, but the cost may yet 
prove to have been heavier than it 
reckoned. 
Case 24 was the code name applied 
by the KGB, or secret police, to an 
operation that was a key part of the 
most sustained official assault on dis­ 
sent since the Stalin era. 
A wave of searches, arrests and 
trials begun early in 1972 was well 
advanced by spring when the KGB 
bore down heavily on a special target: 
the Chronicle of Current Kvents.

“ sam izd at,” 
or 
self-publication, 
journal had appeared regularly every 
two months since April 1968 and was 
about to publish its 24th issue in April 
1972. The journal, typewritten with 
carbon copies, circulated widely. 
The KGB couldn’t stop No. 24, nor 
could it prevent 25, 26 or 27 from ap­ 
pearing. But 27 was the last. Since last 
Oct. 15 no issue of the Chronicle has 
appeared.

Solzhenitsyn, along with Andrei I). 
Sakharov, the nuclear physicist, and a 
few other stalwarts, represent the only 
real remaining challenge to the re­ 
gim e’s repressions and have been 
targets of heavy attack and threats. 
Clearly, the death of the Chronicle 
was a main goal of the official crack­ 
down on restive intellectuals. The KOB 
closed the trap on the Journal with the 
arrest of Pyotr Yakir, a historian, and 
Viktor Krasin, an economist, both 
active in the civil rights movement 
Before he was taken to I/efortovo 
Prison for interrogation, Yakir con­ 
fided to friends he would not be able to 
withstand the pressure and would tell 
them anything if they beat him. 
Y akir’s was a tragic story. In the 
Stalin purges of the 1930’s, his father, a 
Red arm y commander, was executed. 
Because of its relationship to “an 
enemy of the people,” the Yakir family 
was sent to a labor camp. Not until the 
brief “thaw” period under Nikita S. 
Khrushchev were the Yakirs freed. 
“Sam izdat,” which circulated many a 
now-celebrated work of w riters unable 
to publish legally, put out Yakir’s story 
too, an account called “Childhood in 
ITison” about his 14 years in the camp. 
In the van of those protesting harsh 
treatm ent of intellectuals, Yakir in 
1968 circulated a document warning 
that the regime under I^eomd I. 
Brezhnev was restoring Stalinism, 
whereupon the KGB threatened both 
him and his daughter. I^ast year the 
bearded, sad-eyed Yakir, now 50, fell 
into the big KGB roundup net. 
Indications were that he talked a 
good deal regarding nam es and 
operations of the Chronicle. A recently 
exiled dissenter said Yakir had been 
told he’d get an extra y ear’s sentence 
for every edition that appeared. He 
drew only three years. 
It had been obvious that the Yakir- 
Krasin trial was in reality the trial of 
the Chronicle and the whole rights 
movement. Yakir, according to the 


official Tass agency, was persuaded to 
testify that the movement didn’t really 
exist but was an invention of a sub­ 
versive organization “with the high- 
sounding name of 'Group in Defense of 
Hum an 
R ig h ts.” ' 
No 
foreign 
correspondents 
were 
permitted 
to 
attend the trial. 
The Human Rights Committee was 
founded 
in 
N ovem ber 
1970 
by 
Sakharov after a previous period of 
repressions. In association with Andrei 
Tverdokhlebov and Valery Chalidze, 
fellow physicists, his aim was to seek 
reform by legal means within the 
existing political framework. Other 
scientists joined and Solzhenitsyn, 
am ong o th ers, becam e a 
“ co r­ 
responding” member. The Chronicle 
circu lated th eir pronouncem ents, 
which invariably reached Western 
hands. 
The Kremlin .silenced the Chronicle, 
but continued to be infuriated by 
lum inaries 
like 
Sakharov 
and 
Solzhenitsyn.

There 
they were told the history of the village 
and some of the statistics, description 
Kissinger 
Hits Clamor 
Over Jews 


UNITED NATIONS, N Y. (AP) - 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger 
says the prospect of continued im­ 
provement 
in 
American-Soviet 
relations could be endangered if 
pressure is increased on Moscow to 
ease its treatment of Jews. 
So far, Kissinger told reporters 
Wednesday, “we do not believe that 
there is a formal change” in the 
Russian desire for detente, in spite of 
the congressional clamor over the 
Jewish issue. 
“But we should keep in mind that 
there is a point beyond which one 
cannot press a situation as it exists,” 
he said. 
He spoke after a unanimous vote 
Wednesday by the House Ways and 
Means Committee approving an 
amendment to deny improved trade 
relations with Moscow unless the 
Soviets guarantee relaxed restrictions 
on Jewish emigration. 
To deny this so-called most favored 
nation status for the Soviet Union 
because of its internal policies “would 
certainly be a significant setback in 
the policy we are pursuing,” Kissinger 
said. 
Although he said the Russians are 
anxious for better relations, Kissinger 
said Americans should not count on 
this desire as being so overriding that 
Moscow will do whatever the United 
States wants. 
Kissinger appeared for about 40 
minutes before nearly 300 newsmen in 
his first news conference as secretary 
of state. 
Kissinger denied any conflict in 
negotiations with the European 
Common Market countries to develop 
a new relationship. 
“What I want to underline here is 
that we are not engaged in an ad­ 
versary procedure. We are engaged in 
a process in which a traditional 
friendship is intended to be given new 
vitality,” he said in opening remarks.

m ilitary junta seized power in Chile. 
Venezuela, taking the initiative, had 
rounded

Organization of American States — 
OAS — to end a mandatory embargo 
against Cuba in effect since 1964. That 
was only one vote short of a majority in 
the 23-nation OAS. A 12th vote in the 
OAS council seemed w ithin easy reach 
rn a month or two. 


On Tuesday, Sept. ll, however, the 
number of sure votes was reduced to 
IO. An Associated Press survey of OAS 
m em ber nations shows that the trend 
toward recognition of Cuba continues, 
but the Chilean coup might throw up 
obstacles. 


The Chilean armed forces toppled 
M arxist President Salvador Allende 
and installed a military junta. The 
coup ended an historic attem pt to 
sw itch a capitalist economy to 
socialism 
through 
dem ocratic 
processes. The new junta quickly 
broke off the diplomatic relations 
which Allende had established with 
Cuba in 1970. 
“The Venezuelans have not made a 
peep since the Chilean coup,” says an 
official in the U.S. delegation to the 
OAS 
Even the U.S. government seemed to 
be relaxing its antiCuban position in 
response 
to pressure 
from 
other 
W estern Hemisphere nations. On Sept 
IO, the day before the Chilean coup, 
Henry A. Kissinger told the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee that the 
Nixon administration was willing to 
reassess Cuban policy. 


“ We will begin as soon as possible a 
discussion with our other friends in 
I^atin America about how they en­ 
visage the future of the OAS and the 
future of Western Hemisphere rela­ 
tions,’ Kissinger said at a hearing 
prior to his confirmation as secretary 
of state. “In the course of this, ideas 
may emerge with respect to Cuba ... 
Whatever move we make on the 
subject of Cuba will be made with the 
rest of the hemisphere.” 
Kissinger was the first high ad­ 
ministration official in years to in­ 
dicate publicly that the United States 
might be ready for reconciliation with 
Cuba. 
However, State Department sources 
said cables went out to every U.S. 
em bassy telling am b assad o rs to 
ignore K issinger’s rem ark s. The 
cables said latin governments asking 
for clarification should be told that 
U.S. policy remains unchanged. 
P erhaps the S tate D epartm ent 
cables were a result of the Chilean

nations, besides the Chilean military 
junta. They are Uruguay, Guatemala, 
Nicaragua, the Dominican Republic, 
Paraguay and giant Brazil. Their 
rulers, mostly military men,

parently agree with arm y Gen. 
Augusto Pinochet Ugarte, president of 
Chile’s junta. He says Cuba foments 
revolution in the hemisphere and 
Marxism must be “exterm inated.”

Buffum, 52, a career diplomat, is the 
American ambassador to I.ebanon, 
heading the major U.S. diplomatic 
mission in the Middle East. He’s the 
chief on-the-spot spokesman in the 
Arab world for America’s pro-Israel 
foreign policy. 
“I don’t want to sound heroic,” he 
says, "but I don’t consider this a 
particularly risky operation.

between Buffum’s car and the trailing 
security vehicle. Embassy sources 
said the ambassador’s driver cleverly 
executed a quick turn which permitted 
the security car to close the gap be­ 
tween the two vehicles. 
Bomb threats against the embassy 
are 
common. 
Last 
August, 
a 
Palestinian guerrilla told a military 
court he planned to fire three rocket- 
propelled grenades at the embassy if 
Israeli commandos attacked lebanon 
again. The guerrilla was sentenced to 
six months in jail. 
"It’s certainly more dangerous than 
it used to be," says one of the 175 
Americans on Buffum s staff. “We 
have to be concerned with personal 
security. But I go to the golf course. I 
go to the beach. I don’t think about it 
all the time." 
An embassy wife says, "It’s fine 
here. We have the Mediterranean, the 
mountains, a great climate, good food 
and the kids like it. I never feel in any 
danger."

Anyway, 
he grabbed it, I held on, 
turned, flipped him over my 
hip and he fell down the 
stairs. I ran into a train.” 
Judo is strictly a sport for 
Rusty, but she says most of 
the women who come for 
training come to learn for 
self-defense. She says many 
Americans do not realize that 
there is a philosophy behind 
judo. After a few aggressive 
attempts on their part and a 
few skilled put-downs by an 
instructor, they soon learn 
the courtesies of the sport. 
“ I’ve had women come in, 
honestly, and say to me, how 
long will it take me to kill?’ I 
say, Five minutes: go buy 
yourself a gun.’ You know, if 
that’s what they want, why 
bother going through this 
whole thing,” she said. 
Women and young people 
are the ones Rusty finds 
primarily concerned with this 
area of training. She says 
men are more interested in- 
the 
sports 
aspect. 
The 
popularity of television shows 
and movies featuring the 
martial arts has generated 
much interest in lessons, she 
said. 
For herself, there are other 
realms in judo to explore. She 
has come in first in her 
weight division in every 
competition she entered. Now 
that Japan has recognized 
women in judo, she says she 
would like to see judo in the 
Olympics for women. 
“ I ’d love to be the U.S. 
coach,” she said, “ to be 
honest, I ’d love to compete, 
but I have a professional 
status. But if I thought you 
could get rid of that status by 
being an amateur for five 
years, I’d not get paid for five 
years just to be an amateur.”

NAIROBI, Kenya (AP) — U.S. 
Treasury Secretary George P. Shultz 
says the basic American stand on 
monetary reform has won 
many 
friends despite appearances at this 
week’s meeting of the World Hank and 
International Monetary Fund. 
“ I don’t see that we’re isolated," 
Shultz said in an interview Wednesday. 
“ All the basic principles have been 
accepted Everybody agrees that the 
system must have symmetry and 
backbone.” 
Shultz said most nations now back 
the key American proposal that 
countries with big balance of payment 
surpluses should 
be 
under 
in­ 
ternational pressure to revalue their 
currencies. 
He said the big argument is over 
“ the degree of presumption,” or how 
automatic any changes must be 
The United States proposed a system 
requiring automatic revaluation when 
the surplus reached a certain point; 
the Europeans and Japan said the 
decision still must rest with the 
government of the nation in question. 
"It’s not a big stumbling block," 
Shultz said He called it a technical 
question that could be settled before 
July I, 1974, the latest deadline for 
formulation of a new international 


monetary system. 
"We haven’t found an agreeable 
formula yet, but a lot of headway has 
been made,” he said. 
Shultz added that the issue should be 
put aside while other matters are 
settled. Then the negotiators could 
return to it with a clear mind, he said 
In speech after speech at the world 
monetary meeting, the developing 
countries urged a link between aid to 
poor countries and creation of wealth 
through the monetary system, an idea 
the United States opposes. 
Even 
Australia, which had sided with the 
Americans, wavered. 
But Shultz said the United States is 
far from alone on the issue. He said 
West Germany and Canada, among 
others, generally agree with his view 
that aid and the creation of wealth 
don’t mix.

World at War,” an extraor­ 
dinarily ambitious British 
documentary about World 
War II and its origins, 
recently began appearing on 
U.S. 
television. 
Un­ 
fortunately, it’s seen in but IO 
cities right now. 
The series will start run­ 
ning next January in another 
IO cities, but word-of-mouth 
about this hour-long program 
may 
well 
increase 
the 
number somewhat. 
I hope it does, provided all 
the “ World at War" segments 
are as excellent as the two 
I ’ve already seen. If they’re 
typical, this new 
show, 
produced 
by 
Thames 
Television, deserves a far 
wider audience than it now 
has. 
The 
26 
segments, 
all 
narrated 
by 
Laurence 
Olivier, start with Hitler’s 
rise to power in 1933 and end 
with a postwar summing up 
that asks what the global 
bloodshed, destruction and 
suffering 
really 
accom­ 
plished. 
The series examines the 
war both m ilitarily and 
politically, using newsreel 
and 
rarely-seen 
combat 
footage 
painstakingly 
compiled 
from 
British, 
American, French, 
Italian 
and Japanese archives. 
The program isn’t a broad­ 
brush look at the war, but 
rather a detailed, step-by- 
step analysis of the war’s 
various phases, each segment 
written by an expert in that 
particular phase. 
One segment scheduled this 
week, for example, is devoted 
exclusively to the political in­ 
stability and military inep­ 
titude that led to the fall of 
France in 1940. 
Future episodes study the 
air war against Germany, the 
Italian campaign, the war in 
Burma, the Pacific war and 
so on. The 20th segment, 
simply entitled, “ Genocide: 
, 1933-1945,” is the story of 
Hitler’s concentration camps 
and 
his 
ruthless 
ex­ 
termination of six million 
Jews. 
All of it is a grim, still- 
shocking history lesson that 
should be studied again,

NEW YO RK (API - Jealous 
spectators jeering her as she passes 
keep Kathrine Switzer from being 
lonely as a long distance runner. 
“ The first few years it was hell,” 
said the 26-year-old marathoner. “ The 
men used to get their egos out of joint. 
It usually was the fat guys on the cor­ 
ner with their beer and cigars who 
would shout ‘look at that stupid broad.’ 
“ With the women, it was looks that 
could kill. 
“ But during the Boston Marathon 
one year, there were two really fat 
women cheering their heads off and 
clapping. One even got down on her 
knees as I passed and yelled keep run­ 
ning honey, because if you don’t you’ll 
look just like me.’” 
Kathrine, one of the few women 
among the 400 runners expected to 
endure the 26 miles, 385 yards in 
Sunday’s fourth annual New York City 
marathon in Central Park, admits she 
does have a weight problem. But 
nothing that a few days of virtual 
starvation won’t cure. 
“ That's why I run in tennis dresses,” 
the comely athlete said. “ I have big 
thighs and if I wear shorts my legs 
chafe. A lot of people think I do it to be 
cute and get attention, but I don’t need 
that ” 
She is, however, actively seeking 
attention of a sort. Recognition for all 
women distance runners and equality 
with men. Her endeavors, including a 
tour of Europe to campaign for equal 
rights, put her $5,000 rn debt. 
In 1967 they also put her in dutch 
with the Boston Marathon brass. She 
ran the race without sanction, 
claiming she didn’t know it was 
against Amateur Athletic Union rules 
for members of her sex to compete in 
events of more than one mile, much 
less against men.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Whatever 
happens in the case of Vice President 
Spiro T. Agnew, the imprint of ac­ 
cusations and scandal will mark in­ 
delibly the presidential politics of 1976. 
And, barring a political miracle, 
what has happened already will mark 
Agnew out of that campaign. 
Two months ago, Agnew was rated 
an almost certain candidate and likely 
top contender for the Republican 
nomination to succeed President 
Nixon. 
Now, accused of involvement in 
political graft in Maryland, the vice 
president is battling to clear himself 
and survive in the job he holds. Agnew 
denies wrongdoing, and says he is con­ 
fident of ultimate vindication. 
But the presumption of innocence 
usually doesn’t work in politics. 
Suspicion is enough to undo a can­ 
didate. 
In a political environment already 
clouded by the Watergate scandal, 
both Republicans and Democrats are 
likely to seek in their 1976 candidates 
an image of absolute integrity untar­ 
nished by such suspicion. 
Candidates for the nominations may 
well try to outdo each other in 
presenting themselves as men free ol 
possible challenge or suspicion. 
Such a political atmosphere could 
create a problem for Sen. Edward M. 
Kennedy, who leads in the early 
Democratic polls despite the lingering 
memory of Chappaquiddiek. 
It is ironic that earlier this year, 
Agnew himself was regarded as a 
Republican likely to find advantages in 
a future campaign marked by the issue 
of political integrity.
